: 4 £ Hereas the French King being the great Diſturber of Chriffendom, theſe ſeveral 
ANG Ga Hath nor only Invaded, and Seized the Territories and Rights of his 
NE Neighbouring Princes, His Majcſtics Allies; but hath uſed unparalelled Cru- 
l, Von elties, and Devaſtations, and by a moſt Unchriſtian Perſecution, having defign- 
TYS2 * cd to Supprels and Extirpatthe Proteſtant Religion, he hath been the great Sup-. 
porter, and Abetter of the arbitrary Courſes in theſe Kingdoms, for the Deltrucion of their 
Religion, Liberties, and Laws; and hath of lite, without any Decliracion of War, Invaded 
he Kingdom of ireland, Fomenting and Maintaining a Rebellion there : Andlikewiſe, he 
bas lately Declared W a- againſt His Majeſtyzand his Kingdoms ct Scotland and England, and hath 
ſent Ships ro Tranſport 1r;h-Forces to Invade the ſaid Kingdom of Scocland; For which cauſe 
His Majeſty having Required the Lords of His Privy Council, To Emit a Decla:ation of 
War in His Majelties Name. Therefore the Lords of His Majeſties Privy Council, in Their 
Matetiies Names and Authority, Do Declare War againſt the French King, and his Subjects, 
and Diſcharge all the Leidges of this His Majeſties Antient Kindom of Scotland, To Trade, (Zor- 
reſpond, or have any Intercourle, or Meddling with the ſaid Frezch King, or any of his Sub- 
j<&s: Declaring nevertheleſs, that ſuch of che French Subjects, as for the Caules toreſaids have 
been Expclled, or have abandoned their Native Countrey, and have taken KR cfvge in this 
Kingdom of Scotland, that they living dutifully, and not Correſponding with His Majeſttes Ene- 
mies, they ſhall be ſecure in their Lives, Liberties and Fortunes, under His Majeſties ProteQi- 
on, andthe Shelter of His Laws. Requiring likewiſe, all Othcers of War, Captains, and . 
Maſters of Ships, and generally the whole L-eidges, to Proſecute the War againſt the ſz1d French 
Ring, and his Subje&s, with all Acts of Holtility, by Seaand Land, to their uttermoſt, And 
Ordains thele Preſents tobe Printed, and Publiſhed by the Lyon King at arms, or his Depute, 
Heraulds, Macers, and Purſevants, at the Mercat-Crofs of Edinburgh, ' at the Caſile-Gate, and
